Cost Of Living 
Takes Another 
Sharp Jump 
By ROBERT A. DOBKIN

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Cost of Living jumped sharply 
again in April with big in­ 
creases in the cost of food, 
clothing, used cars and gaso­ 
line, the government reported 
today. 
The Labor Department's Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics said 
consumer prices rose seven- 
tenths of one per cent last 
month, following a nine-tenths 
of one per cent jump in March. 
April’s jump matched Febru­ 
ary’s increase. March’s jump 
was a 22-vear record. 
The bureau said food bought 
in grocery stores rose 16 per 
cent, less than in each of the 
preceding three months but 
considerably higher than usual 
for April. 
Fruits and vegetables were 
higher than normal and beef 
prices continued to climb, but 
the government said the in­ 
crease was much smaller than 
in recent months. 
Prices on a broad range of 
consumer goods other than food 
moved up sharply in April, re­ 
flecting recent wholesale price 
increases since the Nixon ad­ 
ministration dropped price con­ 
trols in January. 
The jump in over-all con­ 
sumer prices pushed the gov­ 
ernment’s retail price index up 
at a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 9.2 per cent over the 
past three months. The admin­ 
istration has set a goal of re­ 
ducing inflation to 2.5 per cent 
by the end of the year. 
The April consumer price in­ 
dex for all items showed a 
climb of 0.9 index points from 
March, up from 129.8 to 130.7. 
In a separate report the bu­ 
reau 
said 
average 
weekly 
wages in April rose four-tenths 
of a per cent, to $141.72. The 
rise resulted from increases of 
0.5 per cent each in the aver­ 
age work week and in average 
hourly earnings’ which were 
part;illy ofset by a seasonal,’ 
adjusted 610ths of a per cent 
increase in consumer prices.

Gunman Slays 5 At Memphis 
Before Being Killed By Police

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — “I 
guess he just cracked,” said 
William Edward Farmer Jr. 
“He knew my father — knew 
him well. We had been children 
together.” 
Farm er’s father was one of 
four persons fatally wounded 
Monday by a gunman who 
sprayed rifle bullets without 
warning along a quiet Memphis 
street. The man also killed a 
police officer before he was 
forced from a house by tear 
gas and shot to death. 
Authorities said the gunman, 
identified as David Sanders, 30, 
was sauntering down the street 
with a powerful rifle dangling 
in his hand when he suddenly 
whirled and shot to death four 
neighborhood residents. Four 
other people, including a feder­ 
al parole officer, were wounded 
as the gunman fired at passing 
autos. 
Witnesses told police the first 
to die was an elderly junkman, 
John Aldridge, who was collec­ 
ting pop bottles and tossing 
them into his two-wheel cart. 
The victims were William 
Farmer, 73, a retired railroad 
man, Jessie Dooley, and Hen­ 
rietta Watson, known as “Can­ 
dy Girl” because she worked in 
an adjoining candy store. 


“One of the ladies from down 
near the corner called me and 
told me somebody had gone 
crazy and just started shooting 
folks and that my husband was 
one of them,” said Lendora 
Farmer, 60. Her 28-year-old 
son, William, said he and Sand­ 
ers had been classmates togeth­ 
er. 
Police Chief Bill Price said 
officers arrived at the scene 
shortly before 4 p.m. EDT and 
were told by wtinesses that the 
gunman had Red into a house 
down the street. 
As one of the officers, Patrol­ 
man David Wayne Clark, 31, 
went to the rear of the house, 
the gunman jumped from be­ 
hind the garage and fired a 
shot that struck the patrolman 
in the head. He then raced into 
another house. 
With reinforcements on the 
scene, Price directed that tear 
gas be fired into the house and 
as Sanders appeared at the 
front door and brandished his 
rifle as if to fire, he was shot to 
death by a a volley of shotgun 
and pistol fire.

“All these factors have con­ 
tributed too frequently to the 
waste and overshadowing of the 
dedicated efforts of the people 
for whom sports are con­ 
ducted—the individual athlet­ 
es/’ he said. “Too often we 
have mounted a national effort 
unworthy of the individual ex­ 
cellence of these athletes.” 
Miss Anderson 
Wins In Spite 
Of Ankle Sprain 
NEW YORK (AP) — Janette 
Anderson was the sole casualty 
of the first-ever gymnastics 
meet between the United States 
and the People’s Republic of 
China but was the biggest win­ 
ner. 
Miss Anderson, a 20-year-old 
from Seattle, Wash,, who began 
competing four years ago, ap­ 
parently sprained her ankle 
during her final event but won 
the all-around women’s title 
and led the American women to 
a 111.90-109.40 victory Monday 
night at Madison Square Gar­ 
den. 
She won the uneven parallel 
bars event and then capped her 
performance with the highest 
score in the floor exercises. 
Miss Anderson compiled 37.50 
points for the all-around crown 
followed by Debbie Fike of Cy­ 
press, Calif., with 37.20 and 
Chiang Shao-yi with 37.15. 
The Chinese men, led by all- 
around men’s champion Yang 
Ming-ming, snapped a deadlock 
with a strong performance cm 
the horizontal bars and edged 
the American men 164.4-164.2. 
“I don’t think they would 
have agreed to come if they 
weren’t ready and bad a strong 
team,” Gene Wettstone of Penn 
State, the U.S. men’s coach, 
said prior to the meet. 
Yang led the men with 64.90 
points followed by Marshall 
Avener, a former Olympian 
and NCAA champion from Le- 
vittown, N. Y., with 64.70. Tsai 
Huan-tsung and Jim Culhane, a 
former member of the U. S. 
Munich Olympics team from 
Penn State, shared third place 
with 64.50 points apiece. 
Diane Dunbar, a 14-year-old 
sprite from Pleasanton, Calif., 
and the youngest athlete in the 
meet, 
received the highest 
single score when she garnered 
9.6 in the vault. Miss Anderson 
had 9.5 on the bars and 9.3 for 
the floor exercises. 
The meet, sponsored by the 
U.S. 
Gymnastics 
Federation 
and the national Committee on 
U.S.-China Relations, began a 
tour for the Chinese who will 
perform in Philadelphia May 
23, Tucson, Ariz., May 25, Los 
Angeles May 30 and Seattle on 
June 4.

PATIENT’S RIGHTS 
NEW YORK (UPI) — The American 
Hospital Association has prepared a Bill 
of Rights for patients. Among major 
points listed in the document: a pa­ 
tient’s right to considerate and respect­ 
ful care, privacy of a patient’s own medi­ 
cal care program, confidentiality of his 
medical records, a clear understanding 
of which doctor is in charge of his over­ 
all care, the options that exist for treat­ 
ment of his condition, and the necessity 
of advising the patient if experimenta­ 
tion is involved in therapy. 
The Bill of Rights specifies the pa­ 
tient’s right to choose death by rejecting 
medical therapy and an individual’s 
right to obtain full explanation of his 
medical condition in terms the patient 
can reasonably be expected to under­ 
stand.

He returned to Egypt in 1980, 
won the financial backing of 
King Fouad and took up resi­ 
dence near the public library, 
where he was usually found 
when not surveying monuments 
in the desert or teaching, first 
at Fouad University — now 
Cairo — or American Univer­ 
sity. 
For the next 50 years be sur­ 
veyed, photographed, drew and 
catalogued virtually every Is­ 
lamic monument in the Middle 
East, compiling the most com­ 
plete record to date.

NEW YORK (AP) — Fashion 
in men's shirts has come full 
cycle, according to one expert. 
When 
Granddad 
squirmed 
into his Sunday best, one of the 
last things he put on was his 
stiff-as-a-hoard 
white 
collar, 
which was anchored in place by 
an invisible collar button. C ar­ 
toons of the day and even a si- 
let movie or two depicted dad 
scurrying under the dresser on 
hands and knees in search of 
the ever missing collar button. 
Long after shirts came out with 
attached collar and the collar 
button became an antique, men 
fumbled, 
dropped 
and 
lost 
hardware designed to give a 
stylish look to shirt collars. 
Just before the turn of the 
century, men’s jackets buttoned 
up almost to the neck, so that 
the necktie beeame practically 
invisible and the dominant item 
of neckwear was the high, tight 
collar. It choked men for the 
next 20' years, As late as 1910, 
collars ranged up to two inches 
in height. One department store 
advertised collars at 14 cents 
each, guaranteed to he linen on 
both sides and equal in quality 
to the advertised 25 cent kind. 
Few collar styles approached 
the soft, comfortable atyles of 
today. 
Wins collars were popular, 


while really stylish .genHe men 
chose a “ far out” collar with 
rounded 
points. 
Until 
then, 
most of the tie was seen around 
the neck, not down the shirt 
front. 
“ Making a shirt with an at­ 
tached collar was a startling in­ 
novation,” said Bernard Aron, 
vice 
president 
of the Career 
Club 
Shirt 
Co. 
“ Many 
men 
wore the same shirt a number 
of times. But when the collar 
was attached, the entire shirt 
had to be laundered after each 
wearing.” 
Aron 
said 
that neckties of 
those days were pencil slim, 
with a narrow knot peeking out 
through a slender front collar 
opening. By 1920. the win” col­ 
lar was displaced toy the fore­ 
runner to today’s style leaders, 
collars with points that were 
long, short, straight or round — 
and 
soft 
collars 
became 
the 
vogue. 
“ But 
it didn’t 
m atter how 
long the collar points were,” 
Aron added, “ the tie was still 
tightly knotted and visible only 
through a small slit.” 
Just the round point collar 
had a gap wide enough to show 
off the knot. Even then, the il­ 
lusion of the tightly-closed col­ 
lar was heightened by the addi­ 
tion of hardware,

form of jewelry, to close the 
collar at the knot.

Wait another 30 min­ 
utes, then scrape. The chances 
are most or all of the old finish 
will disappear. 


But if it doesn't, you’ll just 


hive to repeat the project a 
third time. If you get off most 
of the varnish, you may find 
that the rest of it will give way 
with a vigorous sanding, using 
a paper with a heavy grit. 


Q. — I have to attach some 2 
by 4s to a concrete wall. Can I 
use concrete nails and is there 
any special way of hammering 
them so they won’t bend? 
A. — Concrete nails can be 
used on most concrete walls. 
They are driven into the 2 by 4s 
and then into the wall. You 
won’t be able to tell their effec­ 
tiveness by testing them by 
driving a couple into the wall 
without the wood, because they 
will bend quickly. But the fact 
that most of a nail is in the 
wood before it hits the concrete 
usually will prevent it from 
bending. Sometimes, however, 
you will strike a spot or even 
an entire wall which will resist 
all your efforts. You can rent a 
tool for driving concrete nails 
or attach the studs with a spe­ 
cial adhesive.

Live house security is the 
best kind and this should be a 
big summer for house sitters. 
Young people, 
in particular, 
should find house servicing a 
lucrative new work market. 
In some areas high school 
students have been working as 
house sleepers through the win­ 
ter caring for animals, plante 
and homes while people were 
away.

Some young people advertise 
for the jobs and are checked, 
out easily by a request for ref- 
ernces, 
names 
of 
teachers, 
counselors and so on. 
During the school season, es­ 
pecially, such jobs 
are like 
found money. A high school 
senior nvay want to find better 
paying employment if he can 
during 
summer 
months, 
but 
meanwhile he can sit or sleep 
in someone else’s house. And 
he may even be aWe to com­ 
bine the work with another job. 
One high school senior took 
care of two dogs, a bird, a cat 
and some plants for the exact 
fee 
that 
would 
have 
been 
charged for boarding the Ani­ 
máis. The animals were far 
happier in their own home and 
the 
vacationers 
were 
happy 
with the arrangement. Other 
plusses were — they didn’t 
need to stash the silver with 
relatives or worry about the 
family antiques. 
Each morning 'this sitter fed 
and aired the animals, ate his 
breakfast and went to school. 
In the late afternoon he re­ 
turned to feed and air the ani­ 
mals again. After that his time 
was his own until he returned 
to sleep the bouse, when he 
aired the animals again. A stu­ 
dent who likes animals will also 
play with them, an extra divi­ 
dend. 
The family had specified that 
they wanted a high school stu­ 
dent with good habits. They 
particularly didn’t want one 
who smoked as they feared, 
fire, they told the counselor, 
and they didn’t want a person 
who would feel inclined, to en­ 
tertain his 
friends in 
their 
home. The guidance counselor 
came up with the name of a 
student who had been accepted 
by a select college, and who

scientious boys would not have 
to work at other day jobs and 
could devote all their interest 
to a home. It’s a good way for 
many families to get 
some 
messy chores done in their ab­ 
sence. 
Suspicious people should take 
an inventory of their valuables 
before they leave so they do not 
accuse an innocent house sitter 
of absconding with an ash tray 
01* whatever when they return. 
One 
woman 
insisted a 
day 
worker must have filched her 
furs only to be reminded by her 
dry cleaner some months later 
that she had stored them. She 
had already fired the maid and 
collected insurance. 
Young people with house-sit­ 
ting experience or those who 
hope to take on such jobs 
should get their advertisements 
in newspapers early, listing any 
special qualifications or skills. 
Even if one’s summer employ­ 
ment goals are higher, 'the pos­ 
sibilities of house sitting should 
not be overlooked.

Grape Crop 
Is Pushed 
In Kenya 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — A 
lone Israeli agricultural expert 
is pioneering Kenya’s grape in­ 
dustry and the results, he says, 
are vineyards comparable to 
Europe or the Middle East. 
Gadi Schalitin says grapes 
are not easily grown in the 
equatorial climate of East Af­ 
rica. But by adopting elaborate 
pruning methods the climatic 
disadvantages 
can 
be 
over­ 
come. 
"The performance has been 
quite good . . . as good as one 
could expect in France or Is­ 
rael," he said, discussing one 
experimental crop. 
The grapes now being grown 
are mainly table grapes. “Wine 
grapes will come later," says 
Schalitin. 
Grapes 
from. 
Greece 
and 
Egypt now sell for about $1.50 a 
pound in Kenya’s groceries and 
markets. If the Kenyan grape 
industry can be commercially 
developed, it would be an eco­ 
nomic blessing to the country’s 
farmers. 


"Even an African small-bold­ 
er farmer who grows grapes on 
a one-acre plot can get rich 
very quickly. All it requires is 
an intensive input of work,” he 
say?. 


So far the riches have not yet 
come, 
because 
most of the 
grapes 
have 
been 
for 
ex­ 
perimental use. But at least 
one of the agricultural stations 
has yielded crops of more than 
700 tons per acre.

James R. Abraham, represen­ 
tative of Gov. Otis R. Bowen on 
the commission. 
"It would appear that the 
commission 
may 
have 
little 
other choice" than dispose of 
the mansion, Abraham said. 
"Physically the home is in a 
bad state of disrepair," he said. 
It also lacks space for state 


functions and family living, and 
additional land for enlarging 
the house is not available on 
the block, he said. 
Bowen 
originally 
said 
he 
wanted to live in the mansion if 
it could be renovated. But plans 
were shelved because repair 
costs 
ranged 
as 
high 
as 
$150,000. 
Bowen is now living in a 
downtown penthouse apartment 
originally leased for $1,150 a 
month for former Gov. Edgar 
D. Whitcomb. 
The 1967 Legislature appro­ 
priated $250,000 to start work 
on a new mansion. The money 
still is available, but most ob­ 
servers say $250,000 won’t be 
enough to purchase land and 
build a suitable home. 
If the present site is aban­ 
doned, it will be sold by the 
stale. Abraham, said the com­ 
mission already is looking into 
alternate locations on Meridian 
Street and in other parts of the 
city.
